Declsidhs as to which team will 
handle the defense and which one 
will handle the prosecution has 
been left open until Monday night 
when Jolyi Kendrick, clerk of the 
Law School Trial Practice Court, 
gives the Anal approval on the 
case.

Bill Stuart, mem- 
ber-at-large, suggested that sim- 
plified briefs be mimeographed 
and distributed to the spectators 
at the trial. A meeting will be 
held Monday to advance plans 
farther, Mr. Greene announced.

Mr. Van Doren has apparently suffered sufficiently for his 
Immorality on the quiz show “21." There is no law to form 
a basis upon which he can be tried for that outrage. Society 
as a whole will have to judge him for that? And society can 
many times be a stronger punishment than jail. 

What is more serious than Mr. Van Doren’s cheating itself 
is the often repeated statement these days that the American 
people wanted to be fooled; they just wanted to be enter- 
tained. This is not a good sign if it is true. And^f it is true, 
the American people should stand up in judgment of their own 
sense of moral right and wrong. If people allow themselves 
to fall prey to an Intellectual hyprocrite who preys on their 
emotions, k what is there to keep them from following this 
reasoning even further and falling victim to the pretense and 
trickery of a dictatorial demagogue? 

The question of law in Mr. Van Doren’s case Is that he 
perjured himself before the New York State Grand Jury. This 
is the blatant iegal crime he committed. It was not an hasty 
act, for Mr. Doren had a long time to think about what 
•he did since his appearance on the show three years ago. 

If he had admitted his crime before the New York author- 
ities last month, It would be much easier for us to understand 
his rationalization for going on the show in the first place and 
he would not be judged quite so harshly. If he had admitted 
his misdeed, he would not have become in essence a scapegoat 
for the whole television quiz scandal. 

We do not commend this trend toward scapegoatism now. 
But Mr. Van Doren, an Intelligent Individual, Is a man who has 
had an education and supposedly knows what laws are for. 
Yet he lied to protect himself. The effect of his lying, however, 
served not only to cover up his own misconduct. For a time, 
it covered up the crime of the show producers as well. 

Mr. Van Docen_Ts an intelligent man in that he knows 
which way the wind is blowing. When he' came to the realiza- 
tion that Congress was not satisfied with his testimony before 
the New York authorities, he had sense enough, belatedly, to 
tell the truth. But this does not excuse Mr. Van Doren for his 
actions. Rather it makes it worse, because he showed a cold 
calculation tb try to get away with it; 

The question of Mr. Van Doren’s conduct reaches even 
further than breaking a law or serving to illustrate the lack 
In American’s judgment.

His “pathetic” confession and testimony before the U. S. 
House Committee on Legislative Oversight damaged greatly 
the reputation of the intellec- : — ^

“I have learned a lot about 
people, about nature, and about 
man's responsibilities,” said Van 
Doren during his testimony. One 
wonders why a man in his postion 
did not learn those things ear- 
lier. He is' a man of knowledge, 
but his knowledge has been slow 
in ripening into wisdom. He is 
wiser now. 

A canvassing of University stu- 
dents shows their sympathies ly- 
ing with Van Doren. The moral 
wrong seems to rest with the 
quiz show producers. Most felt 
that he should be reinstated as a 
professor of English at Columbia 
University. 

Many scoffed his "boyish” be- 
havior before the House Commit- 
tee. Some even doubted his repu- 
tation as an intellectual.

“His winning raised the coun- 
try’s opinion of intellectualism,” 
states Phyllis Hurwitz, GW coed, 
"and now the idea of intellectual- 
ism,” has plunged downward again 
— this time, to a new low. That’s 
where the tragedy lies. I feel 
somewhat sorry for Van Doren, 
but I feel more sorry for his fam- 
ily and its reputation." 

"He is smart,’’ continues Miss 
Hurwitz, "and he’s worthy of be- 
ing a teacher. I believe he should 
be reinstated if the students wish 
it. The fault lies with the pro- 
ducer of the program Twenty- 
one. If Van Doren had refused to 
appear on the fixed program, 
someone else would have and 
would have gotten the money. One 
person’s refusal would not have 
changed the standards of the pro- 
gram." 

Bill Daly, university champion 
debater, describes Van Doren as 


"a normal human being who had 
a difficult time refusing a gen- 
erous offer." 

"The public was happy with 
knowing the program was fixed," 
states Daly. "It was a mistake to 
stir the whole thing up. The only 
thing illegal was perjury." 

"I fail to understand why the 
public is so irate because he was 
not authentic," continued Daly. "I 
am no more annoyed at discover- 
ing that Van Doren was not com- 
pletely legitimate than I was in 
discovering that the Lone Ranger 
was not a completely legitimate 
historical figure. If the students 
want him back at Columbia, he 
should be allowed to go back." 

Joan Talbert 

Joan Talbert, star of many uni- 
versity dance productions, para- 
phrased the whole situation as "an 
opening of *Van Dora’s’ box." 

"In his testimony I would rather 
have heard him say that he did 
it for money," exclaimed Miss Tal- 
bert, "rather than to further the 
ideals of American education. He 
was not actually furthering those 
ideals; he was betraying them. His 
story is qn indication that people 
are making decisions without real- 
ly thinking about them " 

"People shouldn't east him down 
so," Miss Talbert cautioned, "no 
man can stand up and say ‘I have 
led a completely honest life,’ We 
are often given people as ideals 
because of their accomplishments . 
and family backgrounds— such as 
Van Doren because of his family’s 
great literarry reputation. This is 
a fallacy. Even family character- 
istics are variable." 

Miss Talbert was one of those 
queried who did not feel Van 
Doren should be reinstated. "He 
couldn’t require the honesty of 
his students without being hypo- 
critical," but she added, "A man 
in such a position as Charles Van 
Doren had made a great, great

Richard Brown, holder of the 
Emma K. Carr scholarship at the 
university, stated, "He has be- 
trayed the trust placed in him 
by the public.

He 3till 
represents a very intelligent fam- 
ily, and is, no doubt, very intelli- 
gent, himself. I think Columbia 
should reinstate him." 


Van Doren was merely a 
victim or circumstances.” 

"I think he’s brilliant in spite of 
being fed answers. His ability as 
a teacher hasn’t been affected. I 
wouldn’t feel any resentment at 
all if he had been a professor of 
mine,” Mr. Plevin also said. 


Gall Rogers 

Gail Rogers, vice-president of 
the Strong Hall dormitory council, 
described Van Doren’s testimony 
|o the Committee on Legislative 
Oversight as “straight out of high 
school — a simple, almost foolish 
speech.” 

“If he had been a man of prin- 
ciple,” said Miss Rogers, "he 
wouldn't have gone on the show 
and taken the money. The fact 
that he has confessed because he 
had to does not make him any 
more of a man of principle. He 
was forced to confess a lie. 

"I think most people would have 
taken the money and not felt so 
dishonest. I don’t think Van 
Doren’s really repentent. The only 
dishonest thing, however, was 
that he represented himself as a 
man of intellect.” 


Sandy Plevin 

Sandy Plevin, former president 
of the Adams Hall dormitory 
council, Is not one of those who 
condemned Van Doren. "If all the 
people who are condemning him 
would have been offered the same 
chance as he was.” claims Mr. 
Plevin, "they would have done 


Bobbl Johnson 

Bobbi Johnson, secretary of the 
Strong Hall dormitory council was 
more concerned with the detri- 
mental effects to America from 
abroad. "It will unfortunately pro- 
vide good propaganda for Russia, 
exclaimed Miss Johnson, "a U. S. 
intellect has sold that intellect 
for material gain; the Russians 
have been charging us with this 
for years, anyway. The U. S. popu- 
lation was deceived— making us 
spem quite gullible.” 

“Nothing he’s done has any- 
thing to do with his capacity as an 
instructor,” continues Miss John- 
son. "I think he should be rein- 
stated if the students want him. 

Vito Tanzi 

Vito Tanzi, president of the In- 
ternational Students Society, 
shares only part of Miss Johnson’s 
opinion. “I don’t feel adverse opin- 
ions towards American intellec- 
tualism will result,” stated Mr. 
Tanzi, "except in Russia.” 

"At first,” said Mr. Tanzi, “he 
didn’t do anything wrong in ac- 
cepting his prize money. I regard 
him as an actor on the stage; he 
was paid for his performance. He 
did wrongly by saying later to the 
American people, however, that 
he did not accept answers. It was 
a case of pure perjury before the 
Grand Jury." 

Dr. Wood Gray 

The faculty point of view con- 
cerning Charles Van Doren was 
not as conciliatory as that of the 
students. It was not hostile, but 
it was resentful. Dr. Wood Gray, 
professor of American history, 
seemed to represent the faculty 
opinion when he very colorfully 
compared Van Doren to "the son 
of a famous military general who 
has been caught selling secrets to 
the enemy.”
